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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 ■ Applicant's arguments witli respect to claims 1-12 have been considered 
but are moot in view of tlie new ground(s) of rejection. 

Witli respect to claims 1-12, rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Zdepski et al (6,45,738), Applicant amends claims and further argues that the prior 
art of records does not teach the amended claims limitations (see page 5+ of 
Applicant's Remarks). 

In response, Examiner disagrees. Examiner notes Applicant's arguments, 
however, the amended claims limitations reads ^setting the required buffer memory size 
at a level so as to "substantially" accommodate data for a single I frame.' Which implies 
setting enough memory to hold data for one I frame. Hence the disclosure in Zdepski, 
i.e., extracting I frames and setting memory at a level to hold several I frames data 
(fig.6, coL4, lines 37-60, col.7, lines 30-41, col.8, line 33-col.9, line 3 and col.11, line 48- 
C0L12, line 56), reads on the amended claims limitations, i.e., "...substantially 
accommodating data for single I frame." Furthermore the "...largest fames of video 
data... I frames..." is inherent with MPEG files, since that's the frame with the least 
amount of compression. Hence the amended claims limitations do not overcome the 
prior art of records as discussed below. This office action is made final. 
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Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

2. The following Is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
ZdepskI et al (6,45,738). 

As to claim 1, note the Zdepski reference figures 1-2, discloses system and 
method for creating trick play video streams from a compressed normal play video 
bitstream and further discloses a method for generating and processing data for the 
display of a stream of video data on a display screen connected to data processing 
apparatus, the method comprising the steps of: 

Processing a motion picture expert group compliant data stream of video data 
selected to be view by a user in a first format (normal play) via the apparatus 60, the 
largest frames of the video data known as I frames (col.6, line 34-col.7, line 3 and lines 
20-29); 

Generating an altered format for the video data (col.7, lines 30-54 and col.8. lines 
14-42); 
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A user selecting witli seiection means (fig.1) to select to view the video data in 
the altered format (trick play, fast forward or rewind); and following the user selection of 
the alternated fonnat identifying the required level of data to be held in a buffer memory 
(Memory Stack) in the apparatus prior to decoding a first frame of the video data for the 
altemative fonnat, setting the required buffer memory size at a level so as to 
substantially accommodate data for a single l-frame and displaying of the first frame of 
data for fast fonward or fast cue display (figs.4-6, col.8, line 33-col.9, line 13, col. 10, line 
14-col.11, line 45, line 48-col.12, line 1+) 

As to claim 2, Zdepski further discloses where the detemnined buffer memory 
size is used in identify a value of the separation of the encoded frames in the video data 
bitstream and this value is used as a substitute for various header field values of the 
MPEG data stream which may be unavailable (col. 10, line 14-col.1 1, line 45, line 48- 
col.12, line 1+). 

Claim 3 is met as previously discussed with respect to claim 1 . 

As to claim 4, Zdepski further discloses wherein the detemriination of the required 
buffer memory size is made for the largest frames of the video data known as the I- 
frames (col.7, lines 13-41, col.8, lines 1-62 and col.9, line 15-col.10, line 1+). 

As to claim 5, Zdepski further discloses wherein the required buffer memory data 
level is set at a value to minimize delay in the transition between the generation of video 
from the nomial and altered video formats (col.7, lines 13-41, col.8, lines 1-62 and col.9, 
line 15-col.lO, line 1+). 
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As to claim 6, Zdepski discloses where the level of the buffer memory data 
estimated by reference to time stamp data transmitted as part of the video data (col.7, 
lines 13-41 and col.10, line 14-58). 

As to claim 7, Zdepski further discloses wherein the time stamp data is carried 
as part of the systems layer and allows data in the other levels to be time synchronized 
by referring to and retrieving a common reference time from said time stamp data (col.7, 
lines 13-41 and col.10, line 14-58). 

As to claim 8, Zdepski discloses the use of the time stamp data to estimate the 
size of the l-frame data and hence the required video buffer memory data level (col.7, 
lines 13-41 and col.10, line 14-58). 

As to claim 9, Zdepski discloses where the video data, having been transmitted 
from a location remote to the apparatus is received by the apparatus (col.6, lines 33-45 
and col.7, lines 13-29). 

As to claim 10, Zdepski further discloses where the apparatus is a broadcast 
data receiver connected to receive data from a broadcaster (col.6, lines 33-45 and col.7, 
lines 13-29). 

As to claim 1 1 , the claimed "A method of generating a video display in a first 
standard motion picture expert group fomnat and a second user selectable fast forward 
or fast cue format, the method comprising..." is composed of the same structural 
elements that were discussed with respect to the rejection of claim 1 . 

Claim 12 is met as previously discussed with respect to claim 6. 
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Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Christopoulos et al (2001/0047517) disclose method and apparatus for intelligent 
transcoding of multimedia. 

Moroney (6,532,593) discloses transcoding for consumer ST-storage 
application. 

Kaira et al (6,490,627) disclose method and apparatus that provides a scalable 
media delivery system.
